this present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of tte same, 
THAT tho said respective sums of Live hundred thousand 1 ounds 5 

Irish currency, and One million two hundred and fifty thousand Pounds 

Irish currency, shall be repaid to the Governor and Company of the 
Bank of Ireland on the First day of January One thousand eight 
hundred and Forty-one, instead of the First day of January One 
thonsand eight hundred and Forty, unless such payments shall be to 
made at an earlier period ; and that all powers, provisions, matters 
and things in the said Acts contained relating to the said sums and to 
the said day shall catend to the day hereby appointed for the repay- 
rnent-of the said sums in the same manner as it the First rfey 0 / 
January One thousand eight hundred and Forty-one had been originally 
named io the said recited Acts. 
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
